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(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To always keep the 
inside of a toilet clean by forming a mat of a shape 
matching with the surrounding of a toilet stool by 
using materials such as paper, cloth and carpet and 
spreading the mat within the toilet. 

SOLUTION: A mat having a notched part 2 of a 
shape matching with the surrounding of a toilet 
stool is formed by materials such as hygroscopic 
paper, cloth made of chemical fiber and a carpet 
The mat is spread in a toilet and is used. When the 
mat becomes dirt, it is washed or it is thrown away 
and is exchanged for a new mat. 
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
